ANNUAL CORONATION DINNER 


“Kings” and “Queens” of Sales Are Crowned in Lincoln: 
04 Employes Are Honored in Climax to 1938 
Sales Program. 


HE second annual “Twelve Months Club” dinner at the 

Hotel Cornhusker, in Lincoln, on Thursday evening, Janu- 
ary 12, climaxed in glorious fashion the most successful year 
to date of our “Employes Sales Participation Plan.” In 1937, 
only 22 employes earned the privilege of attending the first 
annual dinner; in 1938, a total of 54 employes made the neces- 
sary sales in each month of the year! 


One has only to study the 
above figures to realize that 
the year-around activity gen- 
erated by the Sales Participa- 
tion Plan has fully proved the 
Plan’s worth. Should further 
proof be needed, it can be 
found in the fact that the av- 
erage annual revenue value of 
the sales made by the 54 em- 
ployes honored at this dinner 
is $768 per employe! 

In addition, the Plan has 
stimulated selling by the hun- 
dreds of employes who did not 
quite make the “Twelve 
Months Club” goal; by those 
who did make the “Three,” 
“Six” or “Nine Months” Clubs; 
and by the very large number 
which made none of the Clubs, 
yet succeeded in making sales 
in one or two months of the 
year. 

As plans for this party de- 
velop from year to year, the 
complete absence of formality 
continues to be stressed. This 
year’s dinner touched new 
highs for mirth and good-fel- 
lowship. Department heads 
and district supervisors “let 
down their hair” in a manner 
which kept the honored guests 
rocking with merriment. Nu- 
merous time-tried “gags” were 
polished up and exploded in 
the faces of Company officials 
—to the great and resounding 
joy of the employes who had 
been crowned “Kings” and 
“Queens” of sales! When, at 
the very moment the guests 
had been seated, a full-size 
bathtub was rushed into the 
room to receive F. E. “Bath- 
tub” Behm for his formal in- 
troduction as our new plant 
superintendent, no one could 
doubt that a “long evening” 
loomed ahead of our officials. 
And so it turned out—with no 
mercy shown to General Audi- 
tor Devoe, General Commer- 
cial Superintendent McCulla 
and District Managers Mc- 
Kinzie and Young. A telegram 
from Area Commercial Man- 
ager John Spady, of Hastings, 
announcing the birth of one 
lone baby to Mr. and Mrs. 
Guinea Pig—John’'s particular 
pets since he won them in the 
“Bring Home The Bacon” cam- 
paign—was read as the party 
got under way. 

It is not difficult to believe 
that this annual dinner is well 
on its way to becoming a tra- 
dition in Company circles— 
the outstanding event of the 
year and a goal fully worthy 
of the most intensive sales ef- 
forts of every employe. 

General Manager J. H. 
Agee headed the group of de- 
partment heads and district 
supervisors who participated 
in the evening’s opening event 
—the crowning of the “Kings” 
and ‘‘Queens.” Following this, 
a delicious dinner was en- 
joyed.

“As to equipment and develop- 
ment of the telephone, the film 
is faithful. Old photographs and 
paintings were available, and the 
telephone company supplied du- 
plicate models of all the orig- 
inals, most of which are in the 
Smithsonian Institution. Some 
duplicates had to be built be- 
cause it was necessary for them 
to appear new in the picture. 
Irving Cummings, who is direct- 
ing, had a set-to with the casting 
office over the use of some minor 
players. In the early days switch- 
board operators were boys until 
the subscribers complained about 
their impertinence and young 
ladies were substituted. Cum- 
mings ordered thirty boys for 
the shot, but the casting office 
objected on the grounds that the 
studio had a number of stock 
girls on salary and nobody would 
know the difference. Cummings 
declined to proceed until he got 
men. 


“One of the few historical lib- 
erties is taken in connection with 
the patent suit between the Bell 
company and Western Union. It 
was necessary for the inventor to 
produce evidence that he was 
working on the telephone at a 
certain date. In the actual liti- 
gation his priority was estab- 
lished by introduction into evi- 
dence of a sketch and descrip- 
tion which had been filed with a 
third person.

ITHIN a few hours after 

the retirement of Mark T. 
Caster from the position of 
plant superintendent was an- 
nounced, late in December, a 
spontaneous desire to honor 
him was evidenced by plant 
department employes in all 
sections of our territory.

258 NAMES ON THE COMPANY 
HONOR ROLL FOR JANUARY 


Employes Who Attended Second Annual Ban- 
quet Spread “The Good Word!” 


N the “Sales Supplement” of February, 1938, we risked the 

prediction that one more year would see the Sales Participa- 
tion Plan—and the annual banquet—firmly entrenched in the 
affections of employes. The Honor Roll results for January 
proved that our confidence had firm foundation. In January, 
1938, a total of 153 employes qualified for a chance to earn 
“Twelve Months Club” pins and an invitation to the banquet. 
Of these, 54 “made the grade” and became members of the 
“Twelve Months Club.” In 1939, however, the amazing total 
of 258 employes made the Honor Roll in that crucial first 
month! That this fine showing can be directly attributed to 
the enthusiastic reports which were brought to “the folks back 
home” by those who attended the banquet on January 12, 
1939, cannot be doubted. 


In adjoining columns we print the remainder of the pic- 
tures taken at the banquet. We do this to stimulate the en- 
thusiasm of the 258 employes who have a chance to attend 
the next banquet, and to “pep up” those who failed to get 
on the January Honor Roll this year but are determined to be 
“in there” next year. 


For 1939, every area is represented on the January Honor 
Roll with two or more employes. This amazing fact reflects 
the “missionary work” accomplished by those who attended 
this year’s banquet—a group which included the various dis- 
trict managers, who were seeing and enjoying the banquet 
festivities for the first time. Worthy of special note is the 
splendid showing made by the traffic department which this 
year placed 99 employes on the January Honor Roll as com- 
pared with 39 in 1938! 


Lincoln area with 90 on the January Honor Roll, York 
area with 26, Beatrice area with 21 and Stromsburg area with 
11, are leaders in qualifying employes for the long gallop 
down the road which leads to the banquet hall in Lincoln 
next January 12. The 258 eligibles should overlook no op- 
portunity to keep themselves in the running—for to them, as 
a reward for their efforts if they “follow through” to the 
end of this year, will come not only the banquet invitation, but 
a “Twelve Months Club” pin and a total bonus of $15.00. 


For the hundreds of others who failed to qualify in Janu- 
ary there is a world of satisfaction remaining in the chance 
to go “gunning” for a “Nine Months Club” pin and a cash 
bonus of $5.00! And membership in both the “Six” and 
“Three” months clubs are honors worthy of every employe’s 
best efforts! 


The 1939 sales club pin will carry the same general de- 
sign as last year but the colors will be changed to red and 
white enamel on gold. Interesting phases of the 1938 employe 
sales participation results include the fact that 729—or 72%— 
of all our employes were on the Honor Roll one or more 
months; that 41 others made sales, but did not make sufficient 
credits to attain the Honor Roll; that 88,736 interviews— 
12,000 more than in 1937—were made in 1938; and that 45% 
of all orders taken during the year were taken by employes 
other than managers or regular salesmen.

Long Distance service, an 
enormous number of poten- 
tial users knew little or noth- 
ing about these matters. Many 
of our subscribers learned 
about ‘“7 o’clock” and low 
rates for the first time dur- 
ing this drive, and they were 
quick to express their enthusi- 
asm with congratulatory re- 
marks about this novel cam- 
paign idea. Hundreds ex- 
pressed sincere thanks for the 
rate information we_ gave 
them. 

Comments of a few of our 
people are interesting. Dis- 
trict Manager J. A. McKinzie, 
whose Lincoln district led the 
parade, had this to say: “I feel 
that this campaign was very 
successful because it brought 
the low cost of Long Distance 
for social usage to the atten- 
tion of our patrons. Here is 
something vital! There is a 
great opportunity before us 
for securing increased rev- 
enue from this source.”

Institute, Philadelphia. 


Known as the Voder, it is a 
development of Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories as a scien- 
tific novelty to make an inter- 
esting educational exhibit for 
the Bell System’s displays at 
the San Francisco Exposition 
and at the World’s Fair in 
New York this year. It is 
built, except for its keys, en- 
tirely of apparatus used in 
everyday telephone service. 


The nickname, ‘Pedro,” 
harks back to that historical 
telephone incident when Bell’s 
telephone was on exhibit at 
the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876. At that 
time Dom Pedro, Emperor of 
Brazil, was asked to listen 
while someone talked from a 
few hundred feet away. “My 
God! It talks,” he exclaimed. 


The Voder is an outgrowth 
cf fundamental researches in 
telephony carried on in Bell 
Laboratories. Homer W. Dud- 
ley, in the course of one of 
these researches, developed a 
speech synthesizer which 
could be controlled electrical- 
ly by a speech analyzer. Suc- 
cessful outcome of his work 
was demonstrated in Septem- 
ber, 1936, at the Harvard 
Tercentenary in Cambridge. 
When the Bell System ex- 
hibits were projected for the 
Expositions at San Francisco 
and New York, the synthesizer 
part of the apparatus seemed 
to offer possibilities for de- 
velopment into a novel dem-

The “teaser” buttons worn 
by all of us—buttons designed for the sole purpose of at- 
tracting inquiries of the “What-the-Sam-Hill-are-you-wear- 
ing-that-thing-for?” type—did their work admirably. They 
generated questions all right—but employes ran into numer- 
ous brick walls when they said. “Now, give me the name of 
a town in which you, or your wife, have relatives and we 
will send you a postal card telling you the night station-to- 
station rate to that particular town.” ‘Some of the stories 
drifting in from the territory indicate that nothing short of 
assault and battery or first degree mayhem would have | 
dragged such information from the reluctant lips of many of | 
our subscribers. | 

“Tm. interested in learning more about your rates,” said | 
one patron, “but keep my wife’s relatives out of this. They 
don’t know where we are and if they ever find out it will be 
‘Katy-bar-the-gate’ so far as we are concerned! If you want 
to interest me in Long Distance calls, get me the numbers of 
some total strangers—blondes preferred!”’ 


‘Tisten, sister,” said another, to one of our operators, “I 
was really falling for your sales talk until you mentioned 
relatives.

Well, the above outbursts, from some of the choicer 
spirits, show you what our folks were up against. We did, of | 
course, make a lot of good interviews and we furnished rates | 
to a great many people who did not go into an Edgar Kennedy 
“slow burn” when their relatives were mentioned. We also 
made considerable hay in getting the idea that “night rates 
begin at 7 p. m.” across to hundreds of people who were still 
thinking in terms of the former 8:30 p. m. starting time. The 
fact that we overestimated the pulling power of the “rela- 
tives” idea simply goes to show that all the psychology is 
not to be found between the covers of the psychology books!

onstration which would have 
educational value since 
through its use the formation 
of speech sounds could be 
shown. Mr. Dudley and R. R. 
Riesz thereupon constructed a 
model which has been put into 
form for exhibition by W. A. 
McNair of the Laboratories’ 
technical staff. Difficult tasks 
of working out its linguistic 
possibilities and a technique 
for its operation were under- 
taken by S. S. A. Watkins, 
who developed a course of 
training and instructed a corps 
of operators. 


An operator, seated at a 
keyboard something like that 
of the old-fashioned parlor or- 
gan, can carry on a conversa- 
tion simply by pressing keys, 
singly or in combination. It 
takes a good deal of practice 
and some time to learn—not 
as much time, however, as it 
takes the human to learn to 
talk. The Voder talks with 
what might be called a slight 
electrical accent. 


There are 238 different 
sounds available to the Voder 
operator.

In last year’s 
May campaign, we sold 1,236 
stations for a net gain of 242. 


Due to the fact that the sta- 
tion gain figures since Janu- 
ary 1 indicate that our em- 
ployes have been doing a fine 
selling job—have not been 
permitting their prospects to 
accumulate while awaiting a 
campaign—the quotas for this 
sales drive have been lowered. 
With the new quotas, it seems 
reasonable, to expect that we 
may reach 133 per cent—pos- 
sibly 175 per cent—of our total 
Company quota. All quotas 
are again on a gross sales 
basis, with main, extension 
and PBX stations counting in 
the standings. 


Quota revision has been 
made in a manner which more 
nearly groups together those 
areas which are comparable in 
present station strength and 
sales possibilities. Hebron and 
Clay Center, for example, 
have quotas of 20. Geneva 


and Superior are rated at 22 | 


each; while Tecumseh, David 
City, Wilber and Stromsburg 
are given quotas of 25 each. 
Fairbury, Plattsmouth, Wahoo 
and Seward areas are brack- 
eted in the 30 station group; 
while 35 gross station sales 
have been set up as the marks 
for Auburn, Nebraska City 
and York to shoot at. Beat- 
rice and Hastings areas have 
each been assigned quotas of 
00 gross station sales; while 
Lincoln zone will be expected 
to make at least 350 such sales. 
Quotas for all the various 
types of miscellaneous items 
are on the same basis as sta- 
tions. The total Company 
quota is 859 gross station sales 
and the same number of mis- 
cellaneous items. By estab- 
lishing quotas on a_ group 
basis, it is felt that every area 
is given an equal opportunity 
to win the campaign. 


All area managers have dis- 
cussed this campaign with the 
general commercial depart- 
ment and all are giving whole- 
hearted cooperation. Because 
they have been doing such a 
splendid sales job in recent 
months, they will be in com- 
plete charge of campaign pre- 
sentation and stimulation in 
their respective areas. 


Campaign support from the 
general commercial depart- 
ment will include newspaper 
advertising, exchange posters 
and two daily bulletins. One 
of these will be called ‘The 
Tally Pen” and it will be 
wholly factual. The other

BELL'S WORDS NO “DEATHLESS PHRASE 


the situation. Working with aj|and had asked the great man to 


N° moving picture in recent 
months has received as 
much interesting advance pub- 
licity as has been accorded 
“The Story of Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell.” This is particu- 
larly true in metropolitan cen- 
ters where the subject of te- 
lephony seems to be of intense 
interest. The picture has been 
responsible for a great deal of 
research into the early history 
of the telephone, and the fol- 
lowing story from a recent is- 
sue of the New York Times 
indicates a feeling of disap- 
pointment over the fact that 
the birth of the telephone gen- 
erated no stirring and immor- 
tal phrase: 

“It isn’t given to many people 
to have a chance to say some- 
thing like ‘The die is cast!’ or 
‘Lafayette, we are here!’ The op- 
portunities for making history by 


‘remarking ‘Dr. Livingstone, I pre- 


sume?’ are limited. In fact, the 
number of people who can think 
of anything at all to say when 
the moment calls for a splendid 
remark is even smaller than the 
number of moments. 


“Busily sifting early telephone 
messages for “The Story of Alex- 
ander Graham Bell,’ the Zanuck 
corps of research workers were 
sadly disappointed by their lack 
of dramatic value. The first sen- 
tence ever transmitted over the 
telephone was dramatic enough, 


but the drama was implicit inj dle.’ 


primitive apparatus, Bell spilled 
some acid on himself and bel- 
lowed for his assistant, ‘Mr. Wat- 
son, come here, I want you!’ Two 
floors below, Watson heard the 
cry come over the wire and 
dashed upstairs. Bell was so over- 


joyed by this evidence of the 
practicability of his device that 
he forgot all about the acid burns. 

“Watson, Bell’s assistant, re- 
calls the incident and also ap- 
parently recalls the oratorical 


‘proclivities of the inventor, for 


he remarks that if only they could 
have rehearsed a bit, Bell would 
probably have thought up some- 
thing to equal the first sentence 
ever transmitted by telegraph, 
‘What hath God wrought!’ 


“But if Bell didn’t think of any- 
thing majestic to say, he was still 
a lot more coherent and impres- 
sive than most of the early users 
of the instrument he’d invented. 
It is recorded that one of the 
leading scientists of England was 
invited to use a telephone that 
had been set up for demonstra- 
tions. The savant assented eag- 
erly, strode up to the machine 
and took a deep breath. The hall 
was hushed, every person there 
expecting to hear words as im- 
portant as the instrument that 
transmitted them. 


““F¥i diddle diddle!’ bellowed 
the sage. Then, putting the tele- 
phone to his ear for the response, 
he listened for a minute before 
informing the audience with great 
satisfaction, ‘He says, “The cat 
and the fiddle.” ’ As a matter of 
fact, the man at the other end of 
the wire, fifty miles away, hadn’t 
even said ‘The cat and the fid- 
He couldn’t believe his ears 


repeat the message. 


“Most of the early telephone 
demonstrations, according to the 
Twentieth Century-Fox research 
department, were ‘hi-diddle-did- 
dle’ affairs. Thomas A. Watson, 
Bell’s technical assistant — the 
man who did all the mechanical 
work on the telephone—was also 
pressed into service as a demon- 
strator, and his account, as it ap- 
pears in his book, ‘Exploring 
Life,’ of a telephone show is its 
own commentary: 


“ ‘Professor Bell had by his side 
on the stage a telephone of the 
big box variety we used at that 
time and three or four others of 
the same kind were suspended 
about the hall, all connected by 
means of a hired telegraph wire 
with the place where I was sta- 
tioned, from five to twenty-five 
miles away. During the first part 
of his lecture Bell gave his audi- 
ence the commonplace parts of the 
show—organ playing, cornet mu- 
sic, brass band, etc—and then 
came the thrillers of the evening 
—my shouts and songs. I shouted 
such sentences as “Good evening,” 
“How do you do?” “What do you 
think of the telephone?” which the 
audience could hear, although the 
words issued from the mouth- 
piece rather badly blurred by the 
defective talking powers of the 
telephone of that date. Then I 
would sing the only songs I knew. 
They were “Hold the Fort,” “Pull 
for the Shore” (I got these from 
Moody and Sankey, who had just 
come to this country), ‘Yankee 
Doodle,” “Auld Lang Syne” and 
a sentimental song I had learned 
somewhere called “Do Not Trust 
Him, Gentle Lady.” My singing 
was always a hit. The telephone 
obscured its defects and gave it 
a mystic touch.’ ”

The general shop and warehouse 
storeroom have been undergoing a 
thorough renovation for some time. 
The ceiling and walls have been cal- 
cimined, thus improving the general 
lighting, and the lower part of the 
walls finished in gray. The floors have 
been laid with black floor coverings 
in aisleways and places where heavy 
wear is likely to result and the ex- 
posed floor spaces have been painted 
a light gray. All fixtures and metal 
work have been finished in chrome. 
This decorative scheme has drawn 
admiring comments from many. V. A. 
Randall, of the engineering depart- 
ment, remarked on a recent visit that 
he had visited many of the Western 
Electric company’s shops and that the 
shop at the Bell Laboratories was con- 
sidered the most orderly and best 
equipped shop of all, and that our own 
General Shop now reminded him of 
the Bell Laboratories which is cer- 
tainly the highest compliment we can 
receive and are we pleased! .. .

Area Manager Dorland was smack in “the groove’—he 
most assuredly was not groping for words—when he penned 
the above. It just isn’t possible to make the broad asser- 
tion that “Long Distance service is inexpensive” and expect 
it to make much of an impression upon that famous American 
personage—“the man in the street.” But give any individual 
a definite rate to a definite place in which he is interested 
—and you'll get a chance to sit back and enjoy his gasp of 
astonishment. It is a well known fact that the public al- 
ways “guesses” any Long Distance rate to be much higher 
than it is!

Goes to the Fair 


HE human interest created 

by the Long Distance tele- 
phone booth at the New York 
World‘s fair is brought out in 
a vivid, humorous manner in 
“The Kick Kolumn,” the 
mouthpiece of Editor Hyde 
Sweet in the Nebraska City 
News-Press—one of our state’s 
finest and most interesting 
daily newspapers. Editor 
Sweet says: 


At the World’s Fair grounds in 
New York the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company 
has a booth crowded from morn- 
ing until night. Several times a 
day five visitors are permitted to 
talk to any pre-determined point 
in the United States free of 
charge, and that’s where human 
interest and drama enter into the 
picture. 


Judge Bayard H. Paine of the 
Nebraska Supreme Court was in 
the office this afternoon after his 
New York adventure. He says 
the telephone exhibit, especially 
with respect to those free con- 
versations, which are heard by 
the assembled spectators, was to 
him the most interesting feature 
of the fair. 


Among the five persons select- 
ed by lot to telephone relatives 
was a lady who decided to talk to 
a sister in New Orleans. The sister 
was out of the house at the time, 
but her small son was very much 
in evidence so Aunt Ida said she 
would talk to him. ‘This is your 
Aunt Ida talking to you from the 
New York World’s Fair grounds,” 
she said sweetly into the trans- 
mitter, at the same time con- 
scious that as she stood in the 
glass booth the 300 or 400 per- 
sons in the room were listening 
to the two-way conversation. 


“You can’t be Aunt Ida,” said 
the small boy in a distinct voice, 
“because youre broke and you 
couldn’t afford to talk from New 
York.” That was drama, enter- 
tainment and, to Aunt Ida, con- 
fusion and embarrassment rolled 
into one rather small package. 

Another patron whose name 
had been selected from the hun- 
dreds listed was a worker on the 
fair grounds who had expressed 
a desire to talk to his mother in 
California. In a very few seconds 
the connection was made. While 
the visitors intently listened, the 
son said: “This is Tony, mamma, 
and I am talking from the World’s 
Fair in New York.”

Auburn and Superior Finish Strong; Total Gross Station Sales 
of 1,344, and Net Gain of 250, Make Campaign Outstanding. 


HE “Pigs Came Back”’ to assist in staging one of the most 
successful spring station sales campaigns in Company his- 
tory. Total station sales were 1,3844—for 256.5% of the Com- 
pany quota; the net gain for the month amounts to 250 sta- 
tions; total sales, including 1,212 miscellaneous items, were 
2,096; total interviews were 21,598, or a total of 18.7 per 


employe! 

Thus, this campaign gen- 
erated more interviews, more 
station sales and a greater net 
gain than either of the last two 
sales drives.

Hastings area—under the 
inspired leadership of Area 
Commercial Manager John 
Spady, Wire Chief Harry 
Branch and Chief Operator 
Lucille Vollweiler, won first 
place and the big picnic. Not- 
able in the Hastings showing 
was the splendid cooperation 
given by the plant and traffic 
forces. The traffic department 
sold 38 stations. Total sales 
were 140 stations, for 280% of 
quota. Net gain was 30 sta- 
tions. Hastings took first place 
in interviews with 4,132—a re- 
markable record which means 
that each employe made 2% 
interviews per day. Never 
was the old slogan, “Inter- 
views Mean Sales,” more apt- 
ly confirmed. Hastings area 
took the lead on the opening 
day, was ousted by Auburn on 
May 10, resumed the leader- 
ship on May 15 and was never 
headed thereafter. Victory of 
this area was popular, even 
with losing areas, due to the 
fact that the western half of 
our territory has taken a 
Severe beating from the 
weatherman throughout the 
last six years.

Auburn area, which led the 
parade for five days at mid- 
month, turned on the heat on 
the final day in a manner 
which almost won the big pic- 
nic. However, Auburn did 
win a picnic, at that—having 
accepted a challenge from Ne- 
braska City and Plattsmouth 
areas. Auburn area sold 92 
stations for 262.9% of quota to 
finish in second place, made 
a net gain of 13 stations, made 
27.3 interviews per employe 
and was the first area to make 
100% of quota.

on the last day. Station sales 
totaled 50 for 166.7% of quota. 
Net gain was 10. Joe Puchka 
sold 16 stations. 


Nebraska City area, which 
finished in 7th place, made the 
supreme mistake of challeng- 
ing Auburn and Plattsmouth 
areas to a duel—and ended up 
strictly on its neck insofar as 
this “little civil war” was con- 
cerned! In all other respects, 
however, the area made a fine 
showing. Station sales 
amounted to 57 for 162.9% of 
quota. Net gain was 10. The 
area finished in 17th place in 
interviews per employ e— 
which was another stiff rap 
for the “sloganeers!” 


Fairbury area—a veritable 
“galloping ghost” last fall— 
was slowed down to a walk 
this spring by the removal of 
34 railroad families. To fin- 
ish in 8th place, the area had 
to sell 43 stations for 143.3% 
of quota. Net gain was 9. 


Lincoln area wound up in 
9th place—using the usual 
nine team setup—by selling 
495 stations for 141.4% of 
quota and a net gain of 110.

'to figure it out! 


Seward area enjoyed a 
hectic career during this cam- 
paign. Its “ups-and-downs” 
made the life of an elevator 
operator seem tame. Until the 
last few days, Seward was 
either “away up thar” or 
“away down hyar” from day 
to day! Station sales of 37 
brought 123.3% of quota—and 
a net loss of one station! 


Stromsburg area, from the 
position of winner last fall, 
sank steadily from the open- 
ing day until it was glad to 
settle for 14th place. Even so, 
every other area had the jit- 
ters every time Stromsburg 
made a sale. A total of 30 sta- 
tion sales brought 120% of 
quota—and a net loss of two. 
In the matter of interviews, 
Stromsburg had the “slogan 
boys” hanging on the ropes 
and screaming in a high fal- 
setto—because the area made 
30.7 per employe, to finish in 
‘SECOND place!

Clay Center area had a 
tough row to hoe and was 
happy to finish in 15th place.

Geneva area started out in 
grand style and was in the up- 
per division during the first 
half of the month. The area 
began to sag as the campaign 
drew to a close and, with the 
guinea pigs hopping into the 
picture every few days, a com- 
plete breakdown was narrow- 
ly averted! Station sales 
totaled 24 for 109.1% of quota. 
A net loss of 5 was chalked up. 


Tecumseh area was the spot 
every area manager—includ- 
ing Charley Meshier—had 
picked out as a permanent 
home for the guinea pigs, and 
they only missed it by a 
whisker! Due to fine sales ac- 
tivities in preceding months, 
the going was mighty tough 
for the Tecumseh folks. Their 
net gain of 7 during this drive 
was sufficient to put them 
over their annual net gain 
quota for the year! This is the 
only area except Hastings to 
have its annual quota at this 
time. Gross station sales dur- 
ing the campaign were 26 for 
104% of quota.

Numerical Prefixes 
in Lincoln Directory 


ELIVERY of the new Lin- 

coln telephone directory, 
early in July, marked another 
step forward in Lincoln’s prog- 
ress. Not only did the new 
directory carry more listings 
in the alphabetical section 
than at any time since 1931, 
but it also brought Lincoln’s 
telephone numbering system 
up-to-date by changing all let- 
ter prefixes to numerals. This 
was not a number change since 
it involved no rearrangement 
of dialing combinations. Tele- 
phone patrons are dialing ex- 
actly as before, but the con- 
fusing letters which merely 
indicated a dial position have 
been replaced by the actual 
position numbers. Thus “B” 
becomes ‘‘2,” “F” becomes “3,” 
“L”’ becomes “5,” and “M”’’ be- 
comes “6.” 


Growth of the Lincoln ex- 
change can be traced through 
a study of its numbering sys- 
tem in old telephone director- 
ies. In 1910, when the city 
was served by the Nebraska 
Bell Company’s manual sys- 
tem and the Lincoln Com- 
pany’s dial service, the latter’s 
subscriber list had not yet 
grown to a point where more 
than four digits were required 
in numbering. Thus, tele- 
phone numbers were adver- 
tised as “Auto 3421” or mere- 
ly “3421.” The “Auto,” of 
course, stood for “Automatic.” 
At this time, Lincoln’s famous 
“Fire’ number was simply 
2222.” It became “B-2222” in 
the directory of October, 1911 
—when growth of the Lincoln 
automatic exchange made nec- 
essary the addition of another 
digit to the numbers. The 
“B” and “L” prefixes were

OF FACILITIES IN THIS TERRITORY 


Fundamental Changes In Operating Conditions, Due to 
Recent Legislation, Cause Cancellation of Contract. 


i hrs Postal Telegraph and Cable Company’s facilities in the 
22 counties of southeast Nebraska, operated by The Lin- 
coln Telephone and Telegraph Company since 1933, will re- 
vert back to the Postal organization on August 1, 1939. Al- 
though the very finest possible relations still exist between 
the two companies, cancellation of the operating contract 
was brought about by conditions over which we have no con- 
trol—chiefly matters of national legislation and regulation.

poor health for some time, he 
had made a remarkable battle 
to regain prime physical con- 
dition and had registered con- 
siderable improvement during 
recent months. A heart at- 
tack, which struck while he 
was resting at home, was the 
immediate cause of his death. 
John Paul Lahr was born on 
January 15, 1891, at Mary- 
ville, Mo. He began his tele- 
phone career with the Iowa 
Telephone Company at Red 
Oak, Ia., in 1909. He joined 
the Lincoln Company as com- 
binationman at Weeping 
Water in August, 1917. Sub- 
sequently he was employed 
in the construction depart- 
ment and as manager at Cedar 
Bluffs, Weeping Water, Val- 
paraiso, Plattsmouth, Nelson 
and Hastings. 


On February 1, 1934, he 
was made district commercial 
manager at Beatrice, and on 
July 1, 1935, he was advanced 
to the position he held at the 
time of his death. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Marie; his son, Richard; and 
daughter, Mrs. James Smith, 
all of Beatrice, and by two 
sisters. 


Funeral services were held 
on July 13, in the Centenary 
M. E. church in Beatrice, 
where a large number of tele- 
phone employes gathered to 
mourn him. William Eckles, 
of Wilber, and Charles Dick- 
enman and Robert Schouborg, 
of Beatrice, were among the 
pall bearers. Burial was in 
Memorial Park cemetery near 
Lincoln where Masonic ritual- 
istic services were conducted 
by L. C. Anderson of the plant 
department, Lincoln. 


John Lahr made his way up 
in the telephone business by 
sheer force of ability and per- 
sonality. He was an excep- 
tionally able supervisor. His 
cheery smile and the clasp of 
his friendly hand will be 
missed by the employes in the 
Beatrice district and by. those 
in the general office who 
worked with him and who 
loved him. Another old friend 
has left us—and the circle of 
those we deeply cherish 
shrinks again.

Although the Postal Com- 
pany will resume complete 
control of its facilities on 
August 1, and will open regu- 
lar offices in Lincoln, Hastings 
and Beatrice on that date, the 
telephone still will play an im- 
portant role in the plan of op- 
eration. ; 

In addition to the local tele- 
phone facilities required in 
the new offices, the Postal 
Company has arranged for the 
installation of Special Re- 
versed Charge Toll Listings 
at the following exchanges: 
Ashland, Bennet, Clay Center, 
David City, DeWitt, Elmwood, 
Fairbury, Geneva, Harvard, 
Hebron, Nebraska City, Platts- 
mouth, Seward, Superior, 
Wahoo, Wilber, Wymore, 
York. Calls originating at 
these exchanges will generate 
toll calls to the nearest Postal 
office with the charges auto- 
matically reversed. For ex- 
ample, a subscriber in Fair- 
bury will find a Postal Tele- 
graph listing in the telephone 
directory. Upon calling this 
number, he will be routed di- 
rectly to the Postal office in 
Beatrice and will dictate his 
telegram to that office. The 
charge for the telegram will 
appear on his telephone state- 
ment, but he will not be billed 
for the Long Distance call to 
Beatrice. Every telephone in 
the above named exchanges 
will, therefore, continue to be 
a Postal Telegraph station, 
even though all promotional 
effort on our part must cease 
after July 31. It is possible 
that additional exchanges may 
be selected in the future. 

Customers who come to the 
above offices to send Postal 
messages on a cash basis will 
be directed to a pay station 
with instructions to ask the 
operator for Postal Telegraph. 
The call will then be extended 
in the manner explained above 
and, when. the telegraph mes- 
sage charge has been com- 
puted by the Postal office, our 
operator will supervise its col- 
lection in the routine manner. 
The same method will be used 
on calls originating from pay 
stations located outside our 
exchange buildings.

| ew undoubted high spot of the “three-area picnic” in Ne- 
braska City’s Riverview park, in June, was the commotion 
which ensued when a car bomb—playfully attached to the 
spark plugs of Billy Lant’s car by Emmett Horen, of Auburn 
—exploded with a loud and resounding bang. Most of you 
have been up against these car bombs at one time or another 
—but Billy hadn’t! And Billy “gets the jitters” mighty easily, 
or so he informed me later. He remained transfixed in the 
driver’s seat after the explosion—until vast clouds of smoke 
began to pour back into the car! Forthwith, he departed 
without waiting? to open the door! He dived through the 
open window and Ill swear I’ve never seen a man cut as 
many didos as he did after he hit the ground. He ran around 
in circles waving his arms, he fell down, he got up, he fell 
again—tinally staying down and covering his head with his 
arms as if awaiting the “crack o’ doom!” Meanwhile, Miss 
MeIntyre, commercial clerk, Miss Bader, chief operator, and 
Miss Alidritt, operator—planning to ride back to the tele- 
phone office with Billy—were trying vainly to escape from 
the car. With all doors open, they couldn’t make it! Miss 
Alldritt’s head would appear briefly in a door—only to dis- 
appear as Miss Bader yanked her back! After which Miss 
Bader would attempt to get out—only to be hauled back by 
Miss McIntyre! At some point in the screaming, shrieking 
melee, Miss Bader sank her foot ankle deep into a large 
bow! of POTATO SALAD! Laugh—I thought I’d split! And, 
when the smoke finally cleared away and Miss Bader sat 
down on the running board to clean her shoe, somebody 
picked up the quivering Billy and heard him muttering: “If 
it's gonna blow up why don’t it go ahead and blow up? Dang 
it, | can’t stand the suspense!” 


Not long ago, I found it necessary to examine several 
old Lincoln telephone directories. In one—date of April, 1911 
—I came upon a bit of Company advertising. The unique 
flavor of this advertisement—like a breath from an adven- 
turous past, now only legend to a new generation—intrigued 
me so much that I want to pass it on to you: 

“TELL US ABOUT OUR FAULTS. A telephone company is the 
only live thing in the world that likes to hear about its faults. We 
want our service to be the best. If we are lame tell us and we will 
apply the St. Jacob’s oil. If anything goes wrong don’t go out in the 
alley and kick over the ash barrel—cuss us in the face. We will fix it 
—or you—or both, at any rate we’ll get results.” 

That was written back in “the competitive days’”—when 
this Company and the Bell organization stood toe-to-toe in 
Lincoln and hit each other with everything but the Smith 
Brothers’ whiskers. You had to be tough to survive—and 
it is no secret that whenever we saw a head we hit it first 
and tried later to find out if we had socked “the opposition” 
or only a poor, misguided subscriber Did the public accept 
our jovial invitation and “cuss us in the face?” Well, being 
made up of humans, the public did—with gusto—and we 
cussed ‘em right back, just prior to giving them the good 
old “heave-ho.” We have come a long way since those days 


not doubt. Conditions are widely different today, in that 
we have slowly succeeded in building public confidence in 
our motives and a better understanding of our problems, We 
have been able to do this because it has not been necessary 
te devote our energies to civil war within the industry. But 
some of us must admit that our memories treasure, as in a 
mellow, golden haze, the recollection of a young and fiery 
Leonard Hurtz dusting off his hands as he addressed these 
words to one who had just been heaved through his office 
door: “And Ill just dare you to say that again! In fact, 
Ill dare you to even stick your head in here again!” 


While making a trip through the Hastings district, late 
in June, Joe Hartley and I discovered the original owner of 
‘the voice with a smile.” In fact, Pll go further than that 
and say that we discovered the owner of “the voice with a 
gutiaw!” Heading into Bruning, we tarried at the telephone 
oifice to pay our respects and take a picture of the chief op- 
erator-cashier. We expected to be on our way in a few min- 
utes. Instead, we discovered Mrs. Maude Lindeman—and 
we remained nearly an hour. Never having met this estimable 
chief operator-cashier, we were unprepared to find a lady 
who can bear right down and laugh. And I’m a sucker for 
folks who can lean back and let the welkin ring. Mrs. Linde- 
man not only lets the welkin ring—she blows it right out of 
the window! It may be that I particularly appreciate her 
because so few people ever laugh at my alleged humor. Any- 
way, we talked of this and that—amid gales of laughter—and 
eventually I got around to the story of Billy Lant’s car bomb. 
Whereupon, a great wind arose and blew the glass out of the 
windows and: the shingles off the roof! Honestly, I thought 
the good lady was going to pass out, and I shrieked for her 
daughter, and we finally got her propped up and poured 
water on her head and brought her around! The citizens 
of Bruning must, I am sure, appreciate their merry chief 
operator—and so will you if you ever head into the pleasant 
Thayer county town, —N, O.

added at this time. In the di- 
rectory now being delivered, 


the “Fire” number becomes 
2-2222.” 


Although the exchange at 
1957 Sumner street was placed 
in service in 1909, the prefix 
“F” was not applied to num- 
bers operating from it until 
the Bell Company’s property 
here was taken over by the 
Lincoln Company. The first 
use of the “F” prefix was in 
the directory of April, 1913— 
first to be issued after the 
physical consolidation of the 
two systems. The “M” prefix 
was first used in 1923, when 
the exchange in northeast 
Lincoln was placed in service. 


The first break away from 
the letter prefix was made 
when the College View man- 
ual exchange was abandoned 
and the new dial exchange at 


48th and South streets was|/F 


built in 1937. It then became 
necessary to set up an entirely 
new group of numbers for the 
subscribers in southeast Lin- 
coln. Technical reasons made 
necessary the use-of the fourth 
position on the dial for the 
first digit. This position car- 
ried the letter ‘“H” on the dial 
card. Because of increasing 


phonetic confusion when a/R 


number was given vocally to 
private branch exchange op- 
erators in Lincoln, and to 
Long Distance operators in 
other cities, it was decided to 
go at once to the use of the fig- 
ure “4” as a prefix for this 
group of numbers. Other cities 
using five digit numbering 
systems for dial service long 
ago changed from letter pre- 
fixes, to reduce phonetic con- 
fusion in Long Distance serv- 
ice, and it was finally decided 
this year to bring all of Lin- 
| coln’s numbers up to date. 
Present dial cards will be re- 
|placed with cards which carry 
no letters, but this replace- 
‘ment will be made gradually. 


The new directory cover 
carries a picture of the state- 
ly north entrance to the Ne- 
braska capitol. It is probably 
'the most striking cover ever 
used by this Company.

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PLAN INTRODUCED 


Large Savings May Result 
From New Supply Practice. 


A NEW plan for the reduc- 
£4 tion of stocks of material 
and supplies, together with a 
plan for more frequent de- 
livery of the same, was put 
into effect during the month 
of August. Because no large 
stock of telephone supplies, to 
which this Company has ac- 
cess, exists in this territory, it 
has been necessary for us to 
have on hand at all times a 
eomplete stock of materials 
and suppliés valued at ap- 
proximately $400,000.00. 

Through the operation of 
the plan just announced, it is 
hoped that the Company will 
be able to effect a reduction of 
nearly $75,000.00 in the 
amount of working capital in- 
vested in supplies which are 
stored in exchange ware- 
houses. Since working capital 
invested in supplies is sub- 
ject to rather heavy fixed 
charges, the savings resulting 
from the new plan are ex- 
pected to amount to a good 
many thousands of dollars an- 
nually. 

Toe accomplish this splendid 
result, it first was necessary 
to work out for each area 
storeroom a schedule of maxi- 
mum supplies requirements to 
eover a period of four weeks. 
Heretofore, area points have 
carried supplies to cover 
periods ranging up to eight 
weeks. Next, it became neces- 
sary to work out a trucking 
schedule which would bring 
the supply truck to every area 
point at least once each month. 
Under the old plan, the inven- 
tory requisitions sent out from 
the supply department were 
checked six times a year by 
the area managers. Since no 
maximum quantities were 
shown on the requisitions, 
each had to go to the district 
manager involved for his ap- 
proval. Supplies were then 
received every two months. 
Under this plan larger stocks 
of supplies than were actually 
needed gradually accumulated 
in area storerooms. 

Under the new plan inven- 
tory requisitions will go out to} 
area managers only four times 
a year. The approved maxi-| 
mum quantity for each item 
will be printed on the inven-| 
tory forms. Since these maxi-| 
mums have been approved by | 
the district managers, the req- 
uisitions will not be routed to 
them. Area managers will 
thus make inventory checks 
only four times a year, but 
they will receive supplies 
every month. Additional ex- 
pense generated by the new 
truck schedule will be ap- 
proximately $750.00 per year, 
which will be offset in part by 
a decrease in special orders. 

Inventory requisitions will 
be in the hands of area man- 
agers for checking purposes 
for only one week. Upon being 
returned to the supply office, 
they will be filled during the 
ensuing week and on the fol- 
lowing Monday morning the 
truck will leave for the area 
points involved in each week’s 
grist of requisitions. The re- 
sulting gain of two full weeks 
in receiving supplies will 
make it unnecessary for area 
managers to estimate future!

“Accident of the Month’ 


By M. T. Caster, Safety Director 


Ws it an act of God? Fifty 
years ago a coal mine was 
any hole from which coal was 
taken. If it became filled 
with water or gas, God’s ele- 
ments, or the roof props were 
carelessly placed, there was a 
loss of life. 

Such accidents were consid- 
ered acts of God! Investiga- 
tion resulted in placing the 
blame where it belonged and 
now mining injuries occur 
only 37 times per million man 
hours. When Nature’s laws 
are broken, her “G Men” are 
there to handle the offender! 

Many times each day tele- 
phone employes climb poles. 
Gravity is always alert for a 
chance to pull them down. So 
what? If there is any weak- 
ness in the belt or safety strap, 
or the climber straps used: by 
the employe, or if the pole 
or the pole steps, provided by 
the Company are not secure, 
Old Man Gravity gets his 
chance. 

It is not the fall that hurts, 
it is the sudden stop! 

If work is to be done on an 
unstepped pole, and the outer 
surface is decayed or “chewed 
up” by climbers so as to pro- 
vide an insecure support, why 
not provide safe support by 
installing a few pole steps?

future issues of the “News.” Most of the accidents were 
of a minor nature, and in only a few instances was it pos- 
sible to present the facts in a way that would be helpful. In 
the future, only one accident will be publicized in each issue 
of the “News” and Mark Caster, our safety director, will 
analyze it and offer appropriate suggestions for avoiding a 
similar mishap. In the meantime, however, it is interesting 
to note that not“all “slips and falls” are physical—some are 
mental! I recently scanned an accident report which had 
been carefully and conscientiously filled out—but the super- 
visor who did the job must have been gnawing his pencil 
into toothpicks! Question No. 14, of our standard accident 
report, says: “Was employe skilled in work being performed 
when injury occurred?” This was answered: “Employe was 
skilled in work being performed.” Question No. 24 then asks: 
“What work was employe performing at time of accident?” 
The answer was: “Walking through the garage shop.” Ques- 
tion No. 25 says: “Give description of wire, pole, apparatus, 
building or object on or by which the injury occurred, and 
the owner’s name.” This demand got this reply: “Wet spot 
on painted portion of garage shop floor. Owned by L. T. & 
T. Co.” Question No. 26 then asks: “If covered by standard 
specifications, did it conform?” The answer is an uncom- 
promising “yes”’—which just goes to show that our “Wet 
Spot Department” is keeping well abreast of all the latest 
developments! And now comes the pay-off! Question No. 
28 asks: “Was article described in Question 25 sound and in 
good working order at the time of the accident?” Another 
resounding “yes” answered this question—although the fact 
that an employe slipped and lit on his ear after stepping on the 
wet spot should have proved that we keep our wet spots in 
perfect working order at all times!

headquarters, was enlarged to 
include the York and Stroms- 
burg areas. In all other re- 
spects, the district remains the 
same. The Eastern district, 
with J. A. McKinzie as district 
manager and headquarters at 
Lincoln, dropped the Wilber 
area and picked up the David 
City and Seward areas. The 
Southern district, with Clyde 
Burge as district manager and 
headquarters at Beatrice, was 
enlarged by the addition of 
the Wilber area.

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First Commercial Installation of Co-Axial Cable 
Planned for Service in 1941 


a hos Long Lines Department 
of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company has 
placed with the Western Elec- 
tric Company an order for the 
manufacture of a _ co-axial 
cable which will be installed 
between Stevens Point, Wis., 
and Minneapolis, Minn. The 
cost of the project, covering a 
distance of about 195 miles, is 
estimated at close to $2,000,- 
000. It is planned to have the 
cable in partial operation in 
1941. It will be partly aerial 
and partly underground and 
can ultimately provide 480 
telephone channels. While the 
cable can be made suitable for 
transmission of television, its 
use for the purpose is not con- 
templated at present. 


Although an experimental 
cable of this type is now in- 
stalled between New York 
and Philadelphia, the pro- 
posed cable represents the 
first installation of the co- 
axial type of construction to 
handle telephone and _tele- 
graph communications in reg- 
ular service. 


When fully equipped with 
terminal and repeater ap- 
paratus, the cable will do the 
work of two ordinary long dis- 
tance telephone cables. A de- 
velopment of the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, it is con- 
tained in a lead sheath slightly 
less than an inch in diameter. 
Inside this sheath are four 
tubes of thin copper, each 
about the size of a lead pencil. 
Suspended in the center of 
each tube by fiber disks is a 
copper wire about the size of 
the lead in a pencil. These 
tubes and the central wires 
are the conductors, the cable 
being called co-axial because 
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the tube and its central wire 
have the same axis. 

Transmission over this novel 
type of conductor employs 
frequencies also used by radio. 
The impulses are _ wire-di- 
rected, however, and travel 
through a space which has 
been segregated electrically 
from all the rest of the space 
in the world by the tube. The 
tube not only guides these im- 
pulses but protects them from 
fading, static and other similar 
troubles of ordinary radio 
transmission. 

The nature of co-axial trans- 
mission is such that it is nec- 
essary to use one of the tubes 
for transmission in one direc- 
tion and a separate tube for 


transmission in the other. The | 


other tubes will be spare. High 
frequency currents are used to 
carry impulses along the co- 
axial channels. In all, the 
frequencies transmitted will 
cover a band of 3,000,000 
cycles. From this band can be 
obtained hundreds of channels 
of various widths — narrow 
ones for telegraph and tele- 
typewriter circuits, wider ones 
for telephone and telephoto- 
graph, and still wider for the 
high quality required in broad- 
casting network service. 

The new _ co-axial cable 
will employ about forty: re- 
peaters, installed at the term- 
inals and in stations about 
five miles apart. Since each 
circuit in the old style cable 
requires a repeater at each sta- 
tion, for 48 circuits there 
would be 2,400 repeaters, 
while in the case of the co- 
axial cable, 80 repeaters, to- 
gether with the terminal 
equipment, will employ ap- 
proximately 3,000 vacuum 
tubes of a special type.

A com- 
panion question: “Do you 
read only the portion of the 
‘Exchange News’ covering 
your own group?” drew a “no” 
vote of 201 and a “yes” vote of 
26. The subject embodied in 
these two questions is one that 
is very close to the editor’s 
heart.

The vote for the continuance 
of the “Sales Honor Roll” was 
heartening to those of us who 
believe that this form of rec- 
ognition of sales ability is 
generally appreciated. The 
“ves” vote was 199; the “no” 
vote was 50. A total of 171 
readers indicated an interest 
in stories about sales activ- 
ities while 47 were not inter- 
ested. The survey also shows 
that 174 employes prefer to 
have stories of campaign re- 
sults dished up in a lighter 
and less serious vein while 32 
do not. 


Rather careful selection was 
evident in the approval given 
to regular features of the 
“News.” Construction depart- 
ment items received approval 
by 99 votes to 25. The monthly 
accident record drew 102 “yes” 
votes and 35 in the “no” col- 
umn. Photographs of em-

IR ISAAC NEWTON, whose 
mental processes were not 
disturbed by auto horns, con- 
ceived a law of motion: “To 
every action there is an equal 
and opposite reaction.” 


In any act, we must think, 
then direct our muscles to act. 
The interval required is call- 
ed “Reaction Time,” which 
varies with individuals and 
circumstances from two-fifths 
second to more than a second. 
When you swing a hammer 
back, you “wind up” your 
muscles for the blow, and you 
find it almost impossible to 
stop the forward blow! When 

pulling or pushing anything, 
you develop a force which is 
difficult to control—therefore, 
its direction should be 
planned.

It all began when Miss 
Evelyn Hiatt, teacher in Lin- 
coln’s Elliott grade _ school, 
gave a demonstration of cor- 
rect telephone usage before 
the state teachers’ convention, 
in Lincoln, in the fall of 1937. 
Miss Hiatt used a group of 
fourth grade pupils in giving 
the demonstration. 

A Nebraska City teacher— 
Miss Velma Munn, principal 
of the Southside school—was 
so impressed that she deter- 
mined to introduce a simpli- 
fied course on correct tele- 
phone usage to her first and 
second grade pupils. She drew 
up the outline to be used and 
then called upon our Nebraska 
City area manager, Mr. R. H. 
Ojers, for suggestions and such 
assistance as he might find it 
possible to offer. It was at this 
point that the Company first 
stepped into the picture. 

Toy telephones, brought to 
school by the children, were 
used at first, but Mr. Ojers 
soon offered to install two real 
telephones in the schoolhouse. 
The instruments were in sep- 
arate rooms and were con- 


inected for actual conversa- 


tion. Pupils talked over them 
and learned, through daily 
experience, the fundamental 
value of the telephone and the 
correct manner in which to 
use it. Children were taught 
how to place calls, how to use 
the voice to secure best results 
and make a pleasing impres- 


-|sion, and how to secure the 


greatest possible value from 
the telephone by a study of 
its potential usefulness. 

Subsequently, Area Man- 
ager Ojers and the plant boys 
in Nebraska City worked out 
the portable sets shown in the 
illustration on this page, and 
the general office, in Lincoln, 
began to realize that it might 
be possible to offer such co- 
operation to the school author- 
ities in every portion of our 
territory. 

The “Telephone News” of 
May, 1938, carried a story of 
this activity as it had then 
been developed. The sequel, 
however, is much more inter- 
esting. 

Miss Munn had made her

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Perrine Demonstration 
Arouses Enthusiasm 


LARGE and enthusiastic 
audience of telephone em- 
ployes, University of Nebras- 
ka faculty members and stu- 
denis, and Lincoln citizens, 
filled the ballroom of the Uni- 
versity Student Union build- 
ing, on the evening of October 
12, to see and hear a demon- 
stration of “Waves, Words and 
Wires” by Dr. J. O. Perrine, 
assistant vice president of the 
A, T. & T. Co. The demonstra- 
tion-lecture was sponsored by 
the University of Nebraska 
section of the American Insti- 
tute of Elect®ical Engineers, 
the Nebraska section of the 
same body, and The Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company.

Dr. Perrine snapped his fin- 
gers in front of a microphone 
and a fraction of a second later 
his audience heard the snap 
again and again, like succes- 
sive echos, after it had trav- 
eled 25,000 miles over a spe- 
cial telephone circuit—a dis- 
tance equal to a trip around 
the earth’s equator. 


A “four -throated” loud 
speaker weighing more than a 
quarter of a ton was the basis 
for much of the demonstra- 
tion. Through this speaker, 
capable of reproducing prac- 
tically all possible sound fre- 
quencies, the lecturer demon- 
strated the effect of electrical 
filters when applied to the fre- 
guencies of the human voice 
as well as to various types of 
orchestral music. In the part 
of his talk dealing with the 
transmission and reproduction 
of music, Dr. Perrine played 
some fine recordings of class- 
ical music which were a treat 
in themselves—except, of 
course, when the lecturer, in 
the interest of science, dropped 
out some of the frequencies.

Omaha Firm Buys 


Lincoln Dial Service 


O* September 4, an installa- 
tion of “foreign exchange 
service’ was made between 
Lincoln and Omaha _ which 
should be of ‘interest to all 
employes of this Company. 
The Harris-Upham Company, 
a brokerage concern with a 
large office in Omaha, closed 
its Lincoln branch but desired 
direct telephone service to its 
clients in Lincoln. According- 
ly, the firm purchased Lin- 
coln exchange service, con- 
tinuing its telephone number 
2-6568. A dial instrument was 
installed in the Harris-Upham 
Company’s office in Omaha— 
an instrument which is not 
connected to the Bell Com- 
pany’s Omaha exchange. It 
is connected directly to the 
dial equipment in Lincoln in 
the same manner as a tele- 
phone located in Lincoln, with 
the exception that it was nec- 
essary to place an impulse re- 
peater on account of the 
length of the loop. A direct 
copper circuit is used between 
the two cities. 

The usual listings will be 
continued in the alphabetical 
and classified sections of the 
Lincoln directory and any 
Lincoln subscriber can dial 
the firm’s number in the same 
manner used in calling a local 
business institution, and with- 
out incurring a toll charge.

Although we work only forty or 
forty-two hours per week, possibly we can accomplish as much 
as we formerly did in forty-four or even forty-eight hours.

Tax Ads Create 
Public Interest 
A SERIES of advertisements 
on the general subject of 
taxation and its effect upon 
the telephone industry have 
been prepared by this Com- 
pany and are being released to 
all newspapers in .our terri- 
tory. That these advertise- 
ments are being quite widely 
read is evidenced by the fact 
that many subscribers are dis- 
cussing them with our em- 
ployes. Recently, a subscriber 
who came to one of our com- 
mercial offices to pay his ac- 
count remarked to an em- 
ploye: “If the facts your Com- 
pany is stating are true, I can 
only say that it is an amazing 
State of affairs.” He was as- 
sured that the facts are true— 
that, actually, the advertise- 
ments have leaned heavily in 
the direction of understate- 
ment. Watch for and read 
these advertisements when 
they appear in your local news- 
papers. Do your best to re- 
member the facts and figures 
set forth in them. You will, 
doubtless, have many oppor- 
tunities to discuss them with 
subscribers. 


This stock refinancing plan, 
together with other economies 
previously effected, which in- 
clude refinancing of the Com- 
pany’s bonds at a lower inter- 
est rate, is expected to result 
in savings of about $70,000 an- 
nually. The reduction of the 
total of outstanding preferred 
stock by $1,209,700, plus the 
1% dividend reduction on the 
amount left outstanding, re- 
duces dividend charges $117,- 
000 per year. Bond interest 
readjustments made previous- 
ly reduce interest charges $17,- 
000 per year. That these are 
not net savings is explained 
by the fact that it was neces- 
sary for the Company to sell 
interest-bearing securities in 
an amount sufficient to cover 
the approximate $1,200,000 
worth of preferred stock now 
being retired. Company rev- 
enues are thus reduced to the 
extent of some $60,000 per 
year, leaving a net improve- 
ment in earnings of $70,000 
or thereabouts. It is proposed 
to pass most of the net sav- 
ings resulting from the plan 
on to Company employes in 
all departments. The adjusted 
wage schedules will become 
effective January 1, 1940. 

Preferred stockholders have 
swamped the Securities De- 
partment with requests for 
the exchange of stock. The 
exchange is being made on a 
“first come, first served” 
basis. At the time this is writ- 
ten, very few have asked: that 
their stock be cashed, prefer- 
ring to keep their money in- 
vested in this stable security 
at the lower interest rate. 
Present condition of the 
money market made this re- 
financing program — a step 
contemplated for several years 
—seem advisable at this time.

\ CCIDENT reports have a 
+4 two-fold purpose: To ad- 
vise the benefit committee of 
the principal facts surround- 
ing the accident and injury 
and, of equal and sometimes 
greater importance, to record 
for the information of super- 
visors and others interested in 
accident prevention the facts 
in as much detail as possible. 
The report forms were pre- 
pared to serve both purposes. 
The supervisors want com- 
plete information regarding 
the physical conditions in- 
volved, also a frank and com- 
plete statement of what was 
being done, and the manner of 
doing it, when the accident 
occurred. This information is 
not desired for the purpose of 
blaming anyone and applying 
discipline, but both the super- 
visors and the Safety Director 
are profoundly interested in

John Spady, of Hastings, 
submits the following infor- 
mation with observations on a 
further refinement in our 
sales plan. We believe he has 
made a worth while point: 


During a recent conversation 
with one of the leading insurance 
men in Hastings, I asked him 
how many calls he made each 
day. “Well,” he said, “I make 
calls and also interviews.” Not be- 
ing clear to me, I asked what 
was the difference. So he pro- 
ceeded to classify calls and in- 
terviews. A call is where he en- 
ters a place of business, is unable 
to talk to his prospect because he 
is busy, or the prospect puts him 
off and will not let him explain 
his proposition, or if he is side- 
tracked and merely mentions in- 
surance, etc. In other words, if 
he isn’t able to open up his sales 
kit and actually present a plan 
and work it up to the point where 
he may ask the prospect to buy 
it, he merely considers the visit 
a call. An interview is considered 
such only when he can sit down 
with a prospect, outline a plan 
for him, bring it up to a closing 


point, and attempt to close the |*% 


sale. 


By classifying he gets greater 
efficiency and, when looking at 
a prospect card for a follow-up, 
he can immediately tell how 
many calls he has made and the 
number of interviews, and should 
the prospect be one where too 
many calls and not enough inter- 
views have been made, various 
tactics are employed whereby an 
interview can be recorded instead 
of a call. 


The question of, “Are we mak- 
ing calls or interviews,” I think 
should be called to the attention 
of our people. We get into a rut 
and get sidetracked too easily. We 
visit a prospect with the inten- 
tion of selling a service and we 
merely mention the telephone, 
slide into another conversation 
and later slide out the door with 
what most of us believe to be an 
interview when it is only a call. 
I am of the opinion that if our 
sales people follow this plan re- 
ligiously, they will become bet- 
ter salesmen and certainly more 
thorough, producing greater effi- 
ciency, to say nothing of increased 
revenue,

| Service at Talmage 


ALMAGE subscribers are 

now enjoying their new 
dial telephone service. The 
eutover was made on Decem- 
ber 19, having been delayed 
for several weeks while the 
Julian CAX installation was 
pushed to completion. 


The Talmage equipment is 
an Automatic Electric Com- 
pany rotary-type unit. It has 
a capacity of 200 lines, with 
116 lines equipped at present 
to serve 184 subscribers. It 
is the first unit of over 100 
lines, using all-relay equip- 
ment, to be installed in the 
Company’s territory. The 
usual CAX features, such as 
line lock-out, 20-party code 
ringing and dial tone are pro- 
vided to give Talmage sub- 
scribers the finest type of 
modern service. Provision has 
been made for emergency line 
rings. Four-digit numbers are 
used. 


Two trunks to Nebraska 
City will be used to give Tal- 
mage subscribers Long Dis- 
tance, Information and Trou- 
ble Service. Nebraska City 
operators will be able to check 
the condition of the Talmage 
equipment by use of a special 
dial test number. Plant main- 
tenance will be under the di- 
rection of Area Manager R. H. 
Ojers, of Nebraska City. The 
equipment is housed in the 
quarters formerly occupied by 
the magneto switchboard. Col- 
lections will be made by the 
Farmers State Bank and the 
Bank of Talmage. 


Installation was made by 
District Inspector C. L. Walk- 
er, George Keith and Francis 
Darnold, all of Lincoln. Art 
Albers, Lincoln, installed the 
subscribers’ sets. The former 
chief operator -cashier, Mrs.

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Oil Test Reports 
Checked by Telephone 


SiN CE the Falls City oil well 
was brought in, oil is a big 
factor in the business picture 
in our southeast counties. Har- 
lan Gillespie, plant depart- 
ment, Auburn, sends the 
“News” the following inter- 
esting story: 

“There is a lot of activity in and 
around Auburn nowadays due to 
the fact that it is believed we are 
all living on a lake of oil. We 
have a Seismograph Service Cor- 
poration located in Auburn at 
the present time. This is some- 
thing new to all of us. The cor- 
poration has a crew of 32 men, 
2 radio trucks and 2 dynamite 
trucks. They make a test every 
few hundred feet to find the 
depth of the limestone and rock 
layer by recording the time it 
takes the sound of a charge of 


dynamite to travel through the 
ground to a point a certain dis- 
tance from the hole where the 
dynamite was discharged. This is 
recorded on graphs by amplify- 
ing units on the radio trucks and 
small pickup units spaced just 
below the top of the ground. 
These tests are made until they 
come to a dome in the limestone 
formation, then test work is done 
in all directions from that point 
to see if that formation has oil- 
containing properties. After each 
lease has been seismographed, a 
long distance connection is es- 
tablished with Tulsa, Okla., and 
from that city a 50-cycle fre- 
quency test is sent over the tele- 
phone wires to Auburn to es- 
tablish the accuracy of the local 
testing equipment. Following this 
the testing graphs are sent to 
Tulsa for examination.”

The line-drawing of the Currier & Ives picture appear- 
ing in our “Home For Christmas” advertising this year was 
drawn, as you might suspect, by our gifted Joe Hartley 
from a copy of an original print. In addition, he painted a 
large water-color reproduction of the same picture for our 
Lineoln display window—a painting which has drawn a 
chorus of admiring comment. This scene is one of the most 
cherished of all the prints produced by the famous, and now 
non-existent, firm which lithographed “pictures for the 
masses” during the middle years of the last century. Because 
a considerable number of the original prints of this picture 
still exist, the price for an original is usually around $200. 
Prices of original prints of certain other Currier & Ives pic- 
tures range up to $1,500—due to scarcity. It cannot be denied 
that these famous pictures hold a place of deep affection in 
the hearts of the older generation of Americans. They may 
not be “art,” in the generally accepted sense of that term, 
but they speak to us of things that tug at our heart strings. 
As one studies the picture which Mr. Hartley has so admir- 
ably reproduced, certain reflections are bound to arise. 
Modern living has wiped out many delightful old Christmas 
customs. No one now goes home for Christmas in a gay 
sleigh behind a pair of spanking bays. We do not “bring 
in the Yule log,” and our Christmas carols, in most instances, 
are sung by paid performers before a microphone. But there 
are compensations. We can, of course, “go home by tele- 
phone”—or in automobiles or stream-lined trains—in swift 
comfort. Modern furnaces give us more comfortable heat 
than we could extract from a Yule log—and our radio perform- 
ers probably do make the ancient carols sound much bet- 
ter! And modern living has not changed the age-old senti- 
ments of the Yuletide season. Friendships still are sweet 
and cherishable memories. Remembering all of you as good 
and true friends always brightens this delightful season for 
the “News” staff. We still can wish you “A Merry Christ- 
mas and A Happy New Year” with the same intensity of 
feeling expressed by those ancients of centuries ago—to whom 
the joys of this season were the only flickers of light to shine 
through black years of hard and miserable existence.

“THE WEST END” 


As Seen by Earl Marvin 


ARL MARVIN, editor of 

the Beatrice Sun, relates 
the following experience in his 
always interesting column, 
“The Upper Room”: 


“As you know from my fre- 
quent comments on the subject, 
a deserted farm house to me is 
always a depressing sight. It 
looks so forlorn, the place which 
once was a happy family’s home, 
whose walls resounded to the 
noise of playing children, looked 
down upon merry gatherings for 
feast days and upon somber 
scenes when anxiety and grief en- 
tered the doors. To someone, that 
abandoned house once was home. 


“After making a tour through 
a section of Nebraska’s drouth- 
devastated area—returning from 
Hastings the other day I picked 
mostly a dirt road route which 
took me through miles of tumble 


weed country—I began to wonder : 


if the sight of a farm home still 
occupied in such drab surround- 
ings was not one to evoke my pity 
quite as much as the sight of a 
vacant house had been. I felt 
sorry for the people who have 
remained to keep up the unequal 
struggle with adverse weather 
conditions and seasons of deficient 
moisture. 


“Some of the deserted houses 
give evidence of a lingering hope 
that some day people may come 
back. Their windows have been 
boarded up or covered with mus- 
lin to preserve the house for occu- 
pancy in the indefinite future. 
Other houses have been aban- 
doned to the elements and prowl- 
ing vandals. 


“From the town of Edgar, in 
southern Clay county, go two 
rural mail routes. A native told 
me that they serve seventy fewer 
mail boxes than formerly. At the 
county seat, Clay Center, a busi- 
ness man said the county’s pop- 
ulation in 1910 was 15,729; in 
1930, 13,571, and he doubted if the 
1940 census would show as many 
as nine thousand. 


“At a forced sale, a farm in that 
county was knocked down for 
$9.50 per acre, the representative 
of the mortgage company being 
fearful of making a bid of $10, a 
figure which the buyer would not 
have dared to raise. ‘This once 
was a garden spot,’ said an old 
timer wistfully. I saw a proud 
brick stable bearing the owner’s 
name and date of the building, 
1912. There was a time of pros- 
perity and hope of its continuance. 


“Every mile traveled brought 
me to more cheerful scenes. By 
the time I reached Saline county, 
I had a sense of guilt for having 
complained of what the weather 
has done for us. Compared with 
many places farther west, we live 
in the midst of abundance.” 


Keen observer though he is, 
Mr. Marvin does not quite pre- 
sent the complete picture of 
the indomitable courage and 
undying faith of the people 
who are awaiting the ultimate 
return of normal weather in 
“the west end.” They keep 
their “chins up” in a fashion 
that puts eastern Nebraskans 
to shame!
